This action is responsive to the amendment filed 6-11-2008, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-8, 10, 21 and 31-40 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a belt driving device, as set forth 
in claims 1 and 21 , and most significantly, requires a viscous damper arranged on a 
rotational axis of the driving roller to absorbed shock from the roller, wherein the roller is 
arranged adjacent to where an outside body contacts an outer surface of the belt; 
claims 21 requires, a driving shaft linking the viscous damper to the driving roller, the 
viscous damper configured to absorb shock to the roller, which is arranged adjacent to 
where an outside body contacts the outer surface of the belt.
